Alexander Leaves Paris lo Re- 
come Ruler of Little .Jugo­ 
slavia. 


Paris, 
Oct. 
31— King 
Alexander, 


whose acceptance of 
the crown of 


Jugo-Slavia has been in doubt for two 


months, started the return trip of 
Belgrade early Saturday night. Spe­ 
cial efforts were made to keep his de­ 
parture secret, the French Foreign 
Office being notified only a few min­ 
utes before the train left. 


Alexander expressed 
annoyance at 
the display of police at the Care de 
Lyon, where he boarded the train, but 
the police 
measures 
appeared to he 
justified, 
as two 
suspicious looking 
I Slavs, listed 
on police 
records as 
“dangerous anarchists,” were caught 


hovering about the station platform. 


They were detained until after the 
train departed. 


The special car of the King was at­ 


tached to the Simpson express, imme­ 


diately behind the locomotive.

ander entered the station through a 


side entrance and remained in 
the 
station-master’s quarters until a few 
minutes before the train left, when 
he walked briskly to 
his car.
